12 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
13 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

10 (iv) in Queen Anne's County, $7.50 for each property sold;

11 (v) in Wicomico County [and Worcester County], $8 for each

12 property sold;

13 (V1) IN WORCESTER COUNTY, THE GREATER OF $8 FOR EACH
14 PROPERTY SOLD OR $300, TO BE ALLOCATED PRO RATA AMONG EACH PROPERTY
15 SOLD; and

16 [(vi)] (V1) in Carroll County, the amount set by the Carroll County
17 Commissioners.
